Dangerous  heresiea, 
"strange  doctrines,"  and  all  sorts  of  religious  fren- 
zies and  phantasies,  abound.  Already  many  of  the 
children  of  (iod  have  been  drawn  away  from  the 
plain  path  laid  down  in  the  Word  of  God,  while 
many  more  are  in  danger,  who,  with  but  a  limited 
knowledge  of  the  Scriptures,  are  the  more  suscep- 
tible to  the  subtle  temptations  of  the  old  Ser 
pent,  who  always  comes  as  an  angel  light, 
and  appears  never  so  attractive  as  when  he  simu- 
lates or  counterfeits  divine  things. 

The  necessity  of  adherin)|r  strictly  to  **  soimd 
words  "  is  essential  for  the  maintenance  of  **  sound 
doctrine  whilst  looseness  and  ignorance  of  the 
testimony  of  Holy  Writ,  and  misapplication  of  the 
same,  or  even  only  partial  views  of  truth,  have  not 
nnirequently  paved  the  way  for  the  introduction  of 
all  Usda  of  dangerous  and  deadly  «xo».    It  it 
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with  a  view  to  the  enlightenment  and  help  of  the 
saints,  that  this  unpretentious  book  has  been  writ- 
ten.   The  need  of  souls  for  a  work  of  this   kind  in 
these  "troublous  times"  seemed  so  exceeding  ur- 
gent that  the  author  could  not  resist  the  call  to  add 
his  m,te  to  the  as  ^•et  meagre  literature  pertaining 
to    this  burning    topic.    May  the  blessing    of  the 
hard  rest  upon  this  effort  put  forth  in  His  name,  is

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INTRODUCTION. 


The  position  of  believer^^in  this  dispensation  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  is  clcarlv  stated  by  our  Saviour  in 
His  promise  t.,  His  disciples  before  His  ascension  to 
the    right  hand  of  God.   "Ye  shall  receive  power, 
after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you  :  and 
ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me,  both  in  Jerusalem, 
and  in  .Tudea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  utter- 
most parts  of  the  earth"  (  Acts  i  :  8).   The  disciples 
continued  in  praver  and  praise  for  ten  days,  waiting 
for  the  gift.  It  was  the  fullilment  of  a  specific  pro- 
mise to   these  same  disciples,  in  John  14  :  16,  17, 
26  ;  15  :  26,  27  ;  i6  :  7,  13-   It  was  the  beginning  of 
a  new  age,    called    the  "last  days."  (Acts  2  :  17.) 
Those  who  received  it  were  Jews,  and  followers  of 
Christ.  They  gave  their  testimony  to  all  who  came 
up  to  the  Feast— representative  Jews,  devout  men 
from  everv  country  in  the  world.  Their  witness  was 
of  the  life,  the  death  bv  crucilixion,  the  resurrection 
from  the  grave,  the  ascension  to  the  right  hand  of 
God  in  heaven,   of    Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God. 
The  remarkable  sign,  which  arrested  the  attention 
of  the  great  multitude,  was  the  clear  utterance  in 
the  spoken  tongues  of  the  great  company  from  all 
nations,    while   the   speakers  were  all  native  Gali- 
leans. Each  hearer  heard  in  his  own  tongue,  or  dia- 
lect.  The  question  arose   in  each  one,  as  in  every 
case  of  true  tonviction  a  sinner  has  felt,  "How  is  it  , 
that  I  feel    this    impression,  or  hear  this  Voice"? 
The  hearers  wondered,  they  were  amazed,  and  be- 
gan to  account  for  the  feeling,  and  for  the  fact.  As 
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one  did  not  understand  the  manv  different  tongues 
spoken  around  them,  some  scollers  mocked,  saying, 
"These  men  are  full  of  new  wine."  The  apostle  rose 
up  to  refute  this,  and  to  prove  the  truth  of  the  pro- 
phecy, and  the  promise.  This  he  did  in  the  power  of 
the  spirit,    with  such  simple  faith,  that  those  con- 
victed cried  out,  "Men  and  brethren,  what  shall  we 
do  ?"  The  answer  came  in  power  also,  "Repent  and 
be  baptized  everv  one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jestts 
Christ,    for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall  re- 
ceive the  gift  of  the  Holv  Ghost."   For  the  promise 
is  unto  you,  and  to  your  children  (Jews)  and  to  all 
that  are  afar   off  (Gentiles  and  their  children)  as 
manv  as  the  I,ord  our  God  shall  call"  (Acts  2  •  ^8 
34). 

A  similar  fulfilling  of  promise,  with  gift  of 
tongues,  was  repeated  in  the  house  of  the  Gentile, 
Cornelius,  according  to  our  Lord's  "gift  of  the  keys" 
to  Peter,  opening  the  kingdom  of  the  heavens,  to 
Jew  and  Gentile  alike  in  this  new  manifestation  of 
the  Spirit,  symbolized  in  the  "cloven  tonirne  of 
fire."  * 

In  the  second   recorded  sermon  of  Peter— after 
works  similar  to  those  of  Christ  when  in  the  flesh, 
speaking  in  the  Spirit,  he  said,  "Repent  yc  there- 
fore, and  turn  again,  that  your  sins  may  be  blotted 
out,  that  so,  there  may  come  seasons  of  refreshing 
from  the  presence  of  the  Ix)rd,  and  that  He  may  send 
the  Christ,  who  hath  been  appointed  for  you,'  even 
Jesus,  whom  the    heaven    must  receive,  until  the 
.time  of  restoration  of  all  things,  whereof  God  spake 
by  the  mouth  of  His  holy  prophets,  that  have  been 
from  of  old."  (Acts  3  :  19-21,  R.V.)    "Unto  you 
fi»t,  God  having  raised  up  Hia  servant,  sent  Him 
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to  bless  you,  in  turning  away  everv  one    of  >;ou 
from    vour   inu,nities."  (Revus.  Acts  3  .  2b.)  The 
.Vestion  of  ActJ  ,  :      from  the  ^^i-f 
their  expectation  of  the  Kingdom,  postponed,  on  the 
crucifixion  and  rejection  of  the  King,  but  pro.msed 
on  His  return  (Acts  15  :  'M,  and  now  prc.ent«l  to 
Isrucl  again  upon  the  advent  of  the  Holy 
accord  vv-ih  the  fortv  days'  instruction  and  confer- 
ence with  our  Lord  before  His  ascension  fA^^s  i  • 
7,)    This  new  offer  was  refused  and  reiected   in  the 
martvr(l..m  ..f  Stephen  (Acts  3  :  f""-  ^nd  in  the  re- 
sistanee  of  the  great  apostle  to  the  t;entiles,  as  re- 
corded in  Acts  2S  :  23-28.  , 

Then  the  gospel  of  the  Kingdom  "in  mystery 
commenced.  Peter,  the  apostle  of  the  Circunicsion, 
unlocked  the  door   .f  the  Kinffd«nii  t<.  the  (Gentiles, 
and  Paul    as  eonnnissioned  to  preach  the  Gospel  of 
grace  to  tlu-  Gentiles.     The    secret  of  His  Gospel, 
proclaimed  to  the  world  for  more  than  nineteen  cen- 
turies, was  e<,nfided  to  Paul,  and  all  witnesses  called 
bv  the  Holv  Spirit,  to  be  made  known  to  all  na- 
tions for  thr  obedience  of  faith.  (Rom.  16  :  25.  26). 

The  distinction  between  Peter's  answer  to  the 
convicted  J.  \vs,  and  Paul's  answer  to  the  jailer  at 
Philippi,  in  replv  to  the  question,  "What  must  we 
do"?  will  ^  >rreet  nuniv  mistakes,  which  from  the 
beginning  ol  the  Chiireh  have  arisen  to  cause  con- 
fusit)n,  discoi'l  and  det)arture,  from  the  doctrine  of 
the  Spirit  as  revealed  in  the  Scriptures. 

The  instruction  of  Peter  was  addressed  to  the 
chosen  nation  ;is  the  linal  offer  of  the  Kingdom  of 
the  Heavens  lo  that  jjcoide— and  therefore  repent- 
ance of  sin.  baptism  with  water  in  the  name  of 
Christ,  faith  in  Him  as  the  Lamb  of  God  slain  "for 
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remission  of    sins"— would  and  did  secure  the 
(individual)  of  the  Holv  (;host.  The  si}r„s  follov 
were  visible  evidences,  which  attested  the  npost 
ministrv  to  the  Jews,  as  well  as  that  of  Christ. 

Hut  when  the  ministrv  of  St.  Paul  to  his  nal 
was  reiu.sed,  and  rejected,  and  he  turned  to  the  ( 
tiles,  his  me.ssajrf  was,  "Helieve  on  the  I,ord  .h 
Christ,  and  thou  shalt  be  .saved." 

None  of  the  required  terms  for  introducing 
Kinjrdom  of  the  Heavens  on  earth  bv  Israel  as  a 
tion,  are  repeated  or  applied  durin^j  "the  times 
the  C;entiles.  ■  in  the  l)uildi-..}r  „f  the  church  on 
Rock  of  Affes.   This  is  the  teachinjr  of  the  Spirit 
the  Kphcsian  letter.    The  onlv  condition  for  sal 
tion  in  this  dav  of  ^rracc  /or  all  sinners,  is  faith 
•Usus  Christ  alone  as  Son  of  (^od,  and  Saviour 
the  lost  throuirh  His  vicaric  .s  sacriiice  for  the 
By   the  new  faith,  and  the  indwellin^r  „f  ,he  H. 
Spirit-the  believing  sinner  is  a  new  creation.  an( 
meniher  of  the  nivs'  ^al  Hodv  of  Christ.  The 
licver  thus  united  to  Christ  is  under  the  Parade 
and  is  furnished  for  his  new  life  and  service  '1 
tuition  of  the  Holv  Spirit  is  free.    His  testinionv 
of  the  Risen  Lord.   The  sinner  believinir  and  abidi 
in    the    Risen    Christ    is    filled    with    the  He 
Spirit,     and     the     evidences     „f     it     are  se 
in     his    repentance     of     sin,    and  confession 
Christ,  in  the  "obedience  of  faith."   Against  this  ( 
vine  ami  gracious  purpose  and  plan  of  our  Redeem 
a  .subtle  ami  inalijr„ant  foe,    through  all  the  eco 
"Mies  ol  grace,  has  oppo.se.l  and  attempted  to  o 
struct  His  progress  in  the  calling  and  completi<,n  • 
His  Church,  which  is  His  Rodv,  bv  the  deception  , 
His  followers.   This  great  eneniv  is  specially  actii 
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in  perversion  of  the  truth,  respecting  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Church  in  the  present  age  by  the 
Spirit  of  God.  The  assault  is  made  in  manv  ways. 
The  world  and  the  Church  are  strangely  mixed  in 
the  application  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  eNil. 

The  recent  work  of  grace,  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  in 
inan>    parts   of   the   earth,    is  attended,  as  m  the 
primitive  Church,  bv  manv  deceptive  iii.itations  of 
his  work  and  presence,  bv  Satan.  The  claim  to  re- 
peat the  gifts  attending  the  close  of  the    last  age, 
has  disturbed  the  laith  of  some  accounted  most  holy 
in  their  life  and  conduct,  and  has  led  them  to  exalt 
-Divine  healing"  and  the  "gift  of  tongues,  "  to  an 
extent  and  an  importance  never  recognv/.ed  nor  im- 
posed (.1,  the  "Church,"  the  "body  of  Christ."  And 
though  lustorv  describes  many  eHorts  of  this  kind 
permitted  by  our  gracious  Master,  inyariably  the  re- 
sult has  been  counterfeits  of  the  Spirit,  resulting  in 
manifestations  of  lawlessness  and  demoniacal  pos- 
session. 

The  unliappv  ellects  of  the  delusions  are  a  dis- 
honor to  tiie  Holy  Spirit  and  a  denial  and  rejection 
of  Jesus  Christ,  as  Son  of  God,  and  our  Saviour 

Mr.  Wolfe,  an  accepted  and  well-known  evangel- 
ist, (who  !i  s  been  laboring  for  many  years  past  in 
dillerent  parts   of    the  United  States  and  Canada, 
and  the  lasi  vear  or  two  in  Kngland  and  Scotland) 
has  seen  in  many  places  the  destructiye  efliects  of 
this  perversion  of  the  truth  re<rarding  the  olFice  and 
revelation  of  ihe  Spirit.    Some  who  once  did  "run 
well,"  now  are  "hindered"  and  instead  of  producing 
the  '  fruit    oi    the   Spirit,"  are  manifesting  the 
"works  of  the  flesh." 
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In  the  desire  lo  call  attention  to  these  err 
the  iollowinjr  address  was  latclv  jriven  in  this  c 
and  the  interest  and  expressed  desire  of  manv  > 
heani  it.  has  led  to  its  imldieation.  I  think  the 
position    of    the  truth  of  the  Spirit's  oHice  in 
Church,  jriven  hv    Mr.  Wolff,  is  clearlv  serii)tn 
and  in  view  of   the  iaets  he  cites  in  reirard  to 
perversions  of  tlu-  truth  by  the  great  Adver.sar> 
am  sure  all  who  desire  to  be  kept  from  the  dev 
oi  the  enemy  of  souls,  will  regard  his  warning 
most  providential  in  the.se  "perilous  times."

Is  it  n 
plain  to  be  seen  that   John   Baptist  did   not  me 
that  at  all  ?     Does   not   the   context  show  ve 
clearly  that  when  the  Holy  Spirit  should  come  th 
He  wonld  come  to  sit  in  jndgment  upon  the  holU 
system  of  Judaism  ;  that  this  same  lire  spoken 
in  Matt,  3:12,  would  buru  up  all  false  views 
God,  and  all  their  hoary  traditions,  heresies,  a 
false  doctrines  ?

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CHAPTER  II 
The  Character  of  the  Penteeottal  Baptita* 

It  is  wry  important  to  rciojiiii/f  that  in  order 
lu  i*nd  thi  doctrine  of  the  Spirit  we  must  not  look 
lin  the  Acts  for  it.  For  the  careful  student  of  the 
[Holy  Word  will  notici-  that  those  things  that  per- 
tain to  "sialinjf,"  "anointinj^,"  or  "the  earnest" 
ol  the  Spirit,  or  anv  terms  ol  like  character,  are 
n»)t  mentioned.  It  is  very  true  that  we  do  read  of 
the  Baptism  of  the  Spirit,  but  the  first  Epistle  to 
the  Corinthi.ms  is  the  key  that  unl(»cks  the  meaning 
of  the  same  In  the  Ads  we  have  the  "gift"  of  the 
Spirit,  but  « 1  >ewhere  we  read  of  the  "gifts." 

As  regards  Pentecost,  it  has  its  explanation 
from  its  connection  with  the  Sheaf  of  First-fruits, 
being  the  tiftii  th  day  from  this  which  speaks  of  the 
resurrection  m|  Christ  from  tlie  dead.  Upon  this  day 
two  loaves  Ol  lirst-fruits,  the  beginning  of  the  har- 
vtst,  were  olkred  to  the  Lord.  Their  tvpical  appli- 
catioii  is  shou  n  very  clearly  by  the  fact  that  they 
ar.j  !  aken  with  lei«ven,  and  therefore  can  represent 
nothii.j',  but  1!'  n  in  that  condition  to  which  the  fall 
has  brought  ilnu,  although  the  action  rl  the  leaven 
has  been  stopi d  by  lire  ;  that  is,  the  holiness  of 
God  which  has  its  effect  in  self- judgment. 

With  the  sound  of  the  breathing  or  mighty  rush- 
iny  )f  wind,  i  !io"ht  ;>s  of  (ire  appears  in  the 
form  of  tongues  parting  themselves,  wliich  rest  upon 
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each  one  tin  re  ;  and  all,  tilled  with  the  Spiri 

began  to  speak  in  the  diverse  languages  into  whit 
sin  divided  the  tongues  of  men.  In  this  we  seegra( 
pursuing  men  with  its  testimony  wherever  his  si 
has  carried  him  ;  as  a  consuming  lire  to  his  sin,  hv 
as  light  for  his  darkness,  and  in  love  which  testilu 
by  those  wlio,  theuuselves  once  the  servants  of  sii 
nov.'  speak  with  tongues  enfranchised  and  given  u1 
terance  by  the  Holy  Spirit. 

The  important  thing,  as  we  see  now,  is  testi 
mony.  From  the  very  first  the  gift  of  tongues  as 
suines  prominency,  and  herein  we  can  understan 
how  iht  multitude  were  astonished  and  attracted 
Here  was  a  new  thing  in  Israel,  and  its  overpower 
ing  significancy  is  at  once  manifested.  As  one  ha 
well  ol)served  :  "Tongues  were  not  needed  for  Jew: 
in  I'alestine.  The  gilt  said  at  once,  'Here  is  some 
thing  U)  go  forth.'  "  The  scattering  (.>f  the  Jews 
who  had  been  entrusted  with  the  living  oracles  anr 
revelations  from  (iod,  was,  according  to  His  hol^ 
plan,  a  preparation  for  the  evangelization  of  the  na 
tions,  and  had,  as  we  lind  in  the  Acts,  been  tin 
scattering  of  the  "go(jd  seed"  among  them. 

This  thing  of  the  tongues,  therefore,  although  a 
wonderful  mirac.e,  is  a  simple  fact.  Tiie  great  mul 
titude  of  visiting  worship|>ers,  who  had  come  uf 
from  almost  all  parts  of  the  habitable  earth,  heard 
these  men,  who  were  evidently  Galileans,  speaking 
in  these  tongues. 

And  now,  note  that  not  even  the  '  great  things 
of  God"  that  they  heard  them  utter  produced  such 
a  profound  impression  upon  the  multitude,  as  this 
wonder  of  their  use  of  unfamiliar  speech.  Hence,  not 
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uncUrstanding  these  various  lanRuages  and  dialects 
they  charged  the  disciples  with  being  drunken  with 
new  wine,  but  the  rest  marvelled. 

T!.e  prescMit-dav  advocates  of  the  so-called  Pen- 
tecost al-baptisui  theorv  assert  that  these  "tongue- 
jriftcd"  ones  nmst  have  reeled  and  staggered,  and 
jrone  throujih  precisely  the  same  kind  of  physical, 
Heshlv  manifestations  as  arc  current  and  common  in 
tlie  nieetin-js  held  bv  them,  such  as  ninjring  the  arms 
wildlv  abfuit,  jerkings,  prostrations  on  the  floor  m 
siglit  of  all,  grunts,  groans,  laughter,  shrieks,  etc., 
Ltc,  or  tlKv  would  never  have  been  charged  with 
being  drunk.  One  of  these  apostles  of  fire,  in  an  ar- 
ticle in  the  Intercessorv  Missionary,  published  at 
Kort  Wayne,  Indiana,  U.S.,  declares  as  follows  : 

"We  ha\>  often  nuoted,  'present  vour  bodies  a 
living  sacriliu'.'  but  it  is  so  startling  to  have  the 
llolv  Spirit  I  ike  us  at  our  word  and  begin  to  con- 
trol the  bod\  that  manv  have  resisted  Tlim,  and 
oven  after  Ion/  praver  and  waiting  have  failed  to  be 
baptized  in  tin  Holv  Spirit.  One  must  let  the  body 
be  used  and  it  will  be  treated  in  some  way  to  de- 
strov  our  mi  l  i  able  human  pride  and  sense  of  dig- 
nity. No  oiu  who  has  come  in  the  right  way  need 
ever  fear  anvtliing  improper.  Most  people  have  to 
gel  down  f)tit  the  floor  where  Christ  was  in  (icth- 
seiiiaiie."  [  I !  w  ;un  s  itie,  spiritual  nerson  could 
thus  use  Clui  "s  awlid  hour  of  agonv  as  an  illus- 
tral'oii  of  till  . oiulitions  tunessarv  for  the  obtain- 
meut  of  the  "!'  iiteeostal  baptism"  is  iucomprehen- 
sible  to  the  w  iter.l  "W<'  eiiiuiot  expect  to  follow 
.Testis  and  lelti-.  to  subinil  to  Iniinldiug  positions  of 
the  body.  Tie  v  is  spit  ui)<)U,  whipixul,  nailed  to  the 
cross.  .  .  .  The  ir  st  Pentecost  led  those  showing  the 
liow'.  r  of  the  Spi  t  to  be  sneered  at  for  being  drunk. 
The  ollense  of  th    cross  is  not  to  be  avoided  l)y  re-

ceiving  the  power  that  the  cross  alone  made  po 
sible." 

Cotninent  on  this  is  unnecessary. 

It  will  V)e  remembered  that  \\  lien  onr  divii 
Lord  was  beinjj  pressed  iipt)n  by  the  multitude  f( 
healing,  His  friends  exclaimed,  "He  is  beside  Hit 
self,"  a  polite  way  of  saying,  "He  is  insane."  < 
"demented."  Vet  who  would  have  the  !ilas|)hemoi 
audieitv  to  declare  there  was  anything  foolish,  f 
natical,  or  improper  in  the  Lord's  attitude  on  t! 
occasion  referred  to  ?  Or  at  any  other  time  ?  Oi 
I/ord  Jesus  Christ  was  the  yerv  |)ersonilication 
dignity,  grace,  sobriet\  and  cyerything  that  wou 
go  to  make  the  Perfect  Alan. 

When  the  accusation  was  made  that  the  di 
ciples  were  drunken,  Peter  remonstrates  against  i 
How  could  any  .Tew  so  far  forget  the  prect  i^s  i 
the  \i\w  as  to  get  drunk  at  the  third  hour  of  tl 
day  ?  for  that  was  the  time  of  the  daily  sacrific 
the  custom  in  vojjtie  bciti*'-  to  abstain  from  food  ar 
drink,  .specially  upon  feast  days,  until  the  sacrifii 
was  offered. 

But  now  Peter  brings  home  to  those  Jews  thi 
this  manifestation  was  simply  that  spoken  of  1 
the  propiiet  .Tocl  j' s  an  outi)<)iiring  i,i  the  Spirit  : 
the  last  days,  which  would  allect  y<.ung  and  ol 
men  and  women,  after  tiiis  manner. 

Mi .  Grant  comments  on  this  as  follows  : 

"The  apostle  cannot  mean  that  this  is  the  pn 
l)er  fnlldmeiit  of  this  prophecy,  which  spc.ik;-  delii 
itelv  of  what  shall  take  place  after  Israel's  ddivc 
ance.  when  .lehoyah  sh«nild  be  openly  dwelling 
the  midst  of  licr,  as  lu.u  too  surely  He  was  no 
But  what  il  already  these  things  which  they  wci 
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witness  ol  weu'   tlu-   premonitory  signs  of  the  in- 
coming of  those    last    cIhvs  ?    We  have  only  to  re- 
ineiuher  thai    the  time  of  the  restoration    of  the 
kinLnlom  of  Israel  had  i.een  a  matter  of  enquiry  on 
the  part  of  the  (liscii)les  with  their  risen  I.ord,  and 
that  He  had  deiinitelv    refused    them  satisfaction. 
(Sec  Acts  I  :  h,  7.)    I'tter  could  not  then  say  that 
the   davs   of   Joel   were  upon  them.    Yet  he  coud 
warn  them    that    such  times  were  coming,  which, 
with  all    their  blessing  involved  antecedently  the 
'jrreat  and  glorious  day    of  the  Lord.'  which  tor 
man's  sin  would  not  be  light  at  all.  but  might  be 
darkne.ss  (Amos  5  .  iH)      And  he  reminds  them  of 
the  darkening  of  sun  and  moon  that  would  precede 
it.    B'lt  l'\  and  bv  we  shall  iind  a  definite  promise 
fliven  that,  if  there  were,  nationallv,  repentance  and 
the  reception  of  Him  whom  they  had  crucified,  He 
would  return  and  bring  in  that  time.   Plainly,  then, 
.is  far  as  !">  ter  knew,  it  might  not  be  far  away;  and 
It  was  in  tla  mind  of  t'.od  that  Israel  should  thus 
have  the  olur  of  all  that  He  hatl  promised, without 
any  drawback  to  the  many  s(»  declared." 

And  right  here  Peter  begins  to  preach  unto  these 
.Uws  .TKST  S  ;  with  what  elTect  the  record  shows. 
An  elect  nninher  believe  the  "good  news,"  but  the 
majoritv  "r.sist  the  Holv  C^host."  The  kingdom  is 
oikred  to  tlu  Jews  on  condition  that  they  accept 
Ilim  as  their  Messiah  and  King.  Under  this  Pente- 
costal baptiMii  the  apostles  presented  this  privilege 
to  tliat  nat'  !.  The  Messiah  now  glorilied  oilers 
again  durin<j  '  lis  time  the  kingdom  to  them,  with 
tlie  wonderfii'  igns  of  the  tongues  attesting  the  fact 
that  He  was  th  Lord  and  Christ,  hut  on  the  in- 
variable condr  )n  of  repentance  and  faith,  as  see 
Acts  :  17  :1  :  30.  \\.  Yet,  bv  the  chief  rulers, 
the  representai     s  of  the  people,  the  oiler  is  repeat- 
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eddy  rejected,  and  the  rejection  reaches  its  climax 
last  in  the  murder  of  Stephen.  The  cup  of  Israel 
iniquity  was  now  fdled  to  the  brim  and  as  a  n,iti< 
it  was  reprobated  and  left  to  itself.  This  conclusic 
then  follows  :  The  l)elievin<»'  ones  form  the  llot 
into  which  the  believinjj  Gentiles  are  brought,  at 
the  gifts  for  this  Gospel-of-the-grace-of-God  dispe 
sation  are  confined  to  prophets,  evangelists,  pasto 
and  teachers,  all  for  the  "perfecting  of  the  sain 
for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edifying  of  tl 
body  of  Christ."  (ICph.  4:11,  12.)  The  other  gif 
of  the  Spirit  are  not  mentioned  here,  these  aloi 
being  essential  to  the  purpose  otir  Lord  has 
yiew,  namely,  the  bringing  into  unity,  unto  a  pe 
feet  man,  the  body  of  Christ. 

The  former  rain,  so  to  speak,  came  at  Pent 
cost,  with  the  miraculous  gift  of  tongues  ;  the  la 
ter  rain  will,  in  a  fuller  and  more  complete  sens 
come,  when,  after  the  Church  is  caught  away  froi 
this  earthly  scene,  and  God  ])egins  again  to  deal  i 
grace  with  the  ,Tew,  there  will  occur  such  an  on 
pouring  of  Pentecostal  blessing  as  was  ngver  wi 
nessed  before.  Th  testimony  of  Joel  and  other  < 
the  Old  Testament  prophets  confirm  this  view. 
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CHAPTER  III 

Pronhcsying  and  Tongues 

The  following  passages  with  regard  to  tongues, 
,,re  to  be  lound  in  the  N.T.:  Acts  2  :4,  "And  they 
were  all  liHed  witli  the  Holy  tihost,  and  began  to 
speak  with  other  tongues,  as  the  Spirit  gave  them 
utterance.'     Acts  lo  :  4^>i  ^'^^'V  '^^'^''^  ^^^"^ 

speak  witli  'ongties.  and  Miagnify  Cod."  Acts  iq  : 
6,  "And  wImu  Paul  liad  laid  his  hands  upon  them, 
the  Holv  C.iiost  came  on  them;  and  they  spake  with 
tongues,  an.!  prophesied."  I  am  now  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  (act  of  speaking  in  various  languages, 
not  takin*^  word  that  does  not  hear  directly  on 
the  subject.  So  in  i  Cor.,  13th  chapter,  and  also 
running  throiii;h  the  whole  of  the  14th  chapter. 

Prophesying  means  simply  in  itself  the  speaking 
in  a  direct  maimer  from  God  and  for  God.  Tt  re- 
quires no  gn  it  gift  in  a  speaker  to  speak  God's 
word.  It  is  s  i'iiethin«j  which  in  itself  indicates  spir- 
ituality rati,.  '  than  gift.  They  were  exhorted  to 
covet  to  prop;  rsy. 

"We  see  lu.,v  love  rules,"  as  Grant  says,  in 
coninuiiting  this  i)ortion  of  Scripture,  "in  the 
broad  distiiut  ;  that  the  apostle  makes  rlow*  be- 
tween two  repi  tntatiye  things,  prophesying  on  the 
one  hand  and  t  igucs  on  the  other.  Of  course,  this 
does  ncjt  embrai-  all  that  is  the  exercise  of  .spiritual 
gift  in  the  assenil>ly  by  anv  means  ;  but  all  the 
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more  are  we  dislinctly  shown  tlir  principle  whic 
to  govern  all  in    tV=»  assembly.— what  in  fact 
rule.  'Let  all  things  ho  done  dicenlly  and  in  on 
involvi':,.    What  is  (U-cenllv  and  in  orcU-r  in  T. 
siglil  ^    Thf  sjitakin}.^  with  a  tongui-  and  the  ii 
pretalion  of  thi-  t<nis;iU'  .in-  given  at  the  end  ol 
twelftii  ciiaplir— last  and  not  without  a  meat 
last  in    the   ennnuration  there.    In  its  miracii 
ch^»racter  the  lonirtu'  was.  on  the  other  h.md,  a  1 
most  n()t.i))lr,  and  \>liirh,  as  we  see  at  I'entei 
stnuk  nun  i\ crx  w  hero  with  auia/emetit.

I'rophesving.  w  hich  he  puts  in  con1 
with  it,  could  not  ])ass,  and  this  follows  from 
account  which  he  gives  of  each,  'Tie  that  spea 
with  a  tongni-    speakelh  not,'  \u-  savs,  'unto 
bnl  unto  Cu)(\.  for  no  one  heareth.'  lh.it  is,  wit! 
understanding.    .lUhough    in  spirit  lie  mav  ^• 
mvsteries.     Thus   it  is  evident  that  this  spet 
with  a  tongue — although  it  be,  as  we  .see  clear!

It  l)v  no  means  has  the  character 
of  predict  injj,  thoujih  in  tho.sc  days  there  might  be 
prediction,  for  the  time  of  the  revelation  was  not 
passed.  Revelation  is  now  complete.  .  .  .  The 
thinj;  tliat  the  disciples  were  to  covet  was  to  pro- 
phesv. 

"He  that  spe.iketli  with  a  tonjjue,"  the  spostle 
goes    on,   "edifieth    himself."     And  we  are  told 
shortly  alter  that  the  assembly  cannot  receive  edi- 
fying exivpt  it  be    bv   the    interpretation    of  the 
tongue.    11  there  is  not  meaning  in  the  toMgue,  it  is 
like  a  inc!r  lifeless  thing,  giving  sound.   This  prin- 
ciple appli>    plainly  to  the  possessor  of  the  tongue, 
as  it  does  to  others.   The  apostle  has  no  idea,  as 
some  have  ]mi  it,  that  the  mere  consciousness,  as  it 
were,    of    ^neakini:    bv  a  divine  impulse  (however 
ignorant  otu  mav  be  of  what  is  contained  in  it)  is 
that  whicli  ulifies.   The  whole  assembly  might  be 
edified  on   t'le  same  firinciplc,  if  that  were  edifica- 
cation  :  but  the  a])ostle  insists  that  there  imist  be 
the    intelliv'  iit  apvrehension  of  what  is  heard,  or 
ther"    is    ii  •    use,  no  edification.    Tlitis,    he  that 
spcaketh  wit''  a  tongue,  but  with  no  jKiwcr  to  in- 
ternret  (for  tlic  gift  of  interpretation  might  not  ne- 
cessarily accr.inpany  the  gift  of  the  tongue)  edifieth 
himself  simp'     but  lie  that  i)rophcsicth  edifieth  the 
as.  eiiibly.    II    tlocs  n^l  in  the  lea.st  desire   to  set 
aside  the  speaking  with  tongues.  He  would  they  all 
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spoke  with  loiipucs,  hut  much  rathor  would  he  th 
they  prophisii'd,  because  "fjreater"  is  he  that  pi 
phesieth  than  he  that  speaketh  with  tongues.  It 
evident  that  the  Corinthians  thought  very  difii 
ently  as  to  that.  The  tongues,  in  their  minds,  p 
a  man  upon  a  much  greater  eminence  than  any  pt 
phesying  could  do,  hut  how  dillerent  wlu-re  lo 
rules  !  and  that  is  the  whole  matter  here.  .  . 
There  is  no  question  here  of  the  reality  of  the  pi 
phesying,  as  there  can  be  no  question  of  the  reali 
of  a  tongue  ;  hut  the  reality  of  the  gift  does  n 
hinder  the  rejnilation  of  the  gift,  or  show,  llierefoi 
that  the  exercise  of  it  is  always  according  to  Co 
....  There  is  in  each  case  the  responsible  m; 
whom  his  jfift  is  not  to  control,  but  who,  by  t 
Spirit,  is  to  control  the  gift.  .  .  .  God  is  never 
(hkI  of  confusion,  Imt  of  peace,  and  this  is  His  ma 
ner  of  working  in  all  the  assemblies  of  the  .saints. 

Observant  students  of  the  Holy  Book,  and 
the  signs  of  the  times,  are  convinced  .hat  we  a 
rapidlv  gliding  into  the  shadows  of  the  last  davs 
this  dispensation.  The  conditions  and  significant  i 
dications  are,  that  they  are  crowding  hard  and  fa: 
upon  us.  As  one  has  remarked:  "We  mav  learn  01 
position  in  thes.>  days  of  darkness  bv  studying  tl 
signs  of  the    times  around  us.   And  the  signs  ai 
here:  The  Jewish  Signs,  The  Social  Signs,  The  P( 
htical  Signs,  The  Moral  vSigns,  The  Spiritual  Sign: 
The  Missionary  Signs,    and  even  the  Ciironologic; 
Signs.   All  these  are  converging  rai)idlv.  They  .seei 
to  meet  at  a  point  just  a  little  wav  ahead  of  u: 
The  time  before  the  coming  of  Christ  is  alarmingl 
short  !    In  the  meantime  we  will  be  in  the  dari 
nf  the    last    days.  We  have  even  now  enteic 
their  shadow." 
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Ahother  eminent  Bible  student  has  just  uttered 

his  warnituf  xoice  : 

"The  Holy  Spirit  now  dwells  and  works  in  the 
cluidren  of  Ciod.  Satan  is  the  spirit  that  now  works 
in  the  children  of  disobedience  (Eph.  2  :  2).  It  is  to 
this  great  being  and  to  his  projects  for  the  age  that 
our  attiiilion  is  to  l)e  directed.  The  Scripture  etn- 
phaticallv  (2  Cor.  4:  4)  gives  his  title  as  the  "god  of 
this  age,  '  hence  the  age  is  designated  in  Gal.  I  :  4, 
"this  pnsent  evil  age,"  and  in  F)ph.  6  :  13  as  the 
'•evil  dav)."  This  scripture  also  clearly  states  his 
great  purpose,  which  is  to  blind  the  niinds  of  the 
unbelieving,  so  that  the  light  of  the  gospel  of  the 
glory  of  Christ  should  not  shine  upon  thetn.  This 
scripture  throws  a  light  upon  the  scene  around  us, 
upon  thi-  u  orltl  and  activitie  .,  in  which  li^t 
their  signilieance  can  learly  comprehended".  Our 
L,ord  reiiisi-d  to  recei . .  .le  kingdoms  of  this  world 
and  "the  ^^lory  of  them  from  the  prince  of  this 
world"  (Luke  4  :  5,  6).  His  earthly  glory  is,  there- 
tore,  post]  uiied.  W  e  who  have  believed,  have  heard 
"the  gospJ.  of  the  glory  of  Christ  (R.V.),  that  is  to 
say,  the  g(isi)el  or  'good  news"  of  the  coming  glory 
of  Christ,  and  we  know  that  when  he  shall  appear, 
then  shall  we  also  appear  v  ith  Him  in  glory.  (Col. 
T,  :  4).  Henee  believers  shotild  have  no  part  in,  and 
.^hould  do  nothing  to  contribute  .to,  the  sham  glories 
of  this  age  Hence,  on  the  other  hand,  the  great 
purpose  of  ilie  god  of  this  age  is  to  blind  the  minds 
oi  the  unbelieving  mass  and  thus  shut  out  from 
them  the  ^  i  /d  news  of  the  coming  o-lorv  of  Christ." 

undertaking  he  has  been  eminently 
so  that  many,  probably  the  ma- 
the  Lord's  '  own  people  are,  to 
or  less  extent,  deceived  as  to 
charactt  1  of  the  age  and  its  real  purpose. 
'  he  means  \\!neh  Satan  has  mo.st  successfully  em- 
ployed to   further  this  object  of  blinding  men's 
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minds  is  to  promote  humanitarian,  rexormatory, 
remedial  and  benevolent  enterprises,  and  thereby  to 
render  the  age  as  illustrious  as  possible,  thus  com- 
mending it  to  good  people,  whether  saved  or  un- 
saved. By  this  means  he  deceives  Christians  as  to 
the  true  nature  and  tendencies  of  the  age,  throws 
them  of!  their  guard,  and  even  enlists  their  efforts 
and  money  in  schemes  of  betterment  which,  so  far 
from  leading  sinners  to  Ch  rist,  ttMid  rather  to  sht)\v 
them  how  to  get  along  without  Christ,  and  to  build 
up  their  "self-respect"  and  "self-reliance."  The 
preaching  of  the  gospel,  on  the  contrary,  tends  to 
break  down  and  destroy  all  leaning  upon  sell-respect 
and  self-reliance  ;  and  its  work  is  not  done  in  any 
individual  soul  until  that  result  is  accomplished. 

Thus,  even  Christians  are  deceived  by  the  whole- 
sale, and  are  induced  to  contribute  to  the  glory  of 
this  age,  and  to  the  success  of  the  great  purpose  of 
the  god  oi  this  age.  It  is  not  in  the  resorts  of  the 
vicious,  nor  even  in  the  doings  of  a  frivolous  and 
Christless  society  that  Satan's  great  power  and  in- 
genuity is  displayed,  but  in  the  temperance  move- 
ments, reform:  atories  and  philanthropies  of  the  age, 
and  in  the  pulpits  from  which  the  jfospel  of  the 
world's  progress  and  hetterment  is  preached  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  world  which  occupies  the 
pews,  and  of  the  god  of  the  world  who  occupies  the 
seat  of  empire,  with  his  associated  powers,  princi- 
palities and  world  rulers  in  the  heavenly  places.

Un- 
der the  luiiiistry  ol  Ddward  Irving  as  well  as  Jo- 
seph Smiiii,  the  founder  of  the  Mormon  Churcli, 
claims  to  this  supernatural  gift  wvrv  also  made. 

Durin^j  the  Kefornuition,  under  I.uther,  and  just 
at  the  tiiiit  when  the  (iospel  was  sweeping  over  Eu- 
rope like  .1  mighty  tidal  wave,  there  appeared  the 
strangest  forms  of  "religious  phenomena,"  consist- 
ing largeh  of  the  same  peculiar  manifest  uo'is  now 
seen  in  loiiiieetion  with  the  so-ealled  "Lt)s  Angeles 
IMovemei.l  Then  as  now,  there  were  jerkings, 
strange  uiuiances  and  multerings,  hysterical  and 
cataleptical  conditions,  ecstacies,  frenzied  acrolMttic 
performanits,  and  so  on,  which,  for  a  little  season, 
threatened  to  l)rin<r  to  naught  the  work  of  the  re- 

lormers.  li  was  Satan's  masterly  effort  to  bring 
into  ridicule  and  contempt  the  cause  of  Christ.  But 
Clod  ga  e  Luther  and  Melancthon  the  wisdom  and 

lirniness  to  ilirottli-  the  fanaticism  in  its  in-^ption. 
yniti-  a  nuiiii;t.r  of  i  lie  deluded  ones  separated  from 
the  Lutheran  hodv,  onlv  to  die  out  shortly  after.

These  abnur- 
mul  maniicstations  arc  no  longer  confined  to  circles 
whin-  spiritism,  livpJiotisiii  and  tlu-  like  are  openly 
cullivated,  l  ui  arc  nt»w  hnakinjf  out  among  groups 
of  (rod's  i)eople  who  have  been  induced  to  stray 
awa\  from  siriptiiral  j^nmiiil,  and  to  seek  for  ex- 
eitenicnts  iiid  experiences';  who  are  urged  by  mis- 
guided teachers  to  yield  themselves,  to  come  under 
'control,'  Id  'seek  powir'  instead  of  weakness,  and 
otherwise  to  .lisrejj.ird  the  plain  injunctions  of 
Scr-pture  The  unhappv  and  restless  souls  who  are 
thus  tnisli.l  expose  llieiiiselves  to  the  power  of  llu- 
enemy,  wlio  is  quick  to  take  advantage  of  it.  The 
onlv  plac-  of  .safety  in  the.se  closing  hours  of  the  uge 
is  on  Scriptural  jrronnd.  Nowhere  in  the  Word  of 
(">od  is  tlui\  anv  warrant  for  .seeking  the  experiences 
which  so  many  are  now  seeking  under  the  direction 
of  leaders  itid  teachers  who  have  suddenly  come 
into  proiniiunce,  who  are  pu.shing  aside  tho.se  to 
whoi'i  God  lias  given  a  knowledge  of  His  word  und 
the  gift  of  n.ichinir.  The  devotees  or  promulgators 
<»t  Wii  new  ;  .spei  never  open  their  lips  without  l«- • 
traying  gros,  ignorance  of  the  Rihle. 

It  is  notcrions  that  the  demon  world  we  lia  'e 
referred  to,  ilie.se  invisible  spiritual  beings,  have  a 
vicious  and  p.micious  penchant  to  interfere  or  in- 
trude upon  Mh  affairs  of  mankind  in  the  flesh. 

Iti  the  times  when  our  lyord  was  here  upon 
tarth  these  d  aons  ..I  darkness  incorporated  them- 
selves in  the  ,d.es  of  living  men,  intruding  them- 
selves heiweu  the  s..ul  and  the  nervous  organism, 
gettine  po.s.ses  ,,„n  of  men's  physical  powers,  and  in 
Inrge  measure  submerging  the  wills  of  those  they 
cliose  as  mediums  or  fleshly  dwelling  places,  so  as 
to  speak  and  act  by  means  of  human  organs. 
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Dr.  N'cvius,  ;i  l'rosl)\  tcriaii  minister  and  a  niis- 
sioi.ary  of  note  in  China,  declares  tliat  demon  pos- 
session is  a  common  thing  in  certain  sections  ol  the 
Chinese  Empire,  and  aliirms  that  he  has  actually 
heard  the  voice  of  ilemons  begging  not  to  be  sent 
out  of  th<Mr  posst'ssi'd  victims. 

Ill  hoth  aiaunt  and  modern  times  amonji  the 
Gentiles,  many  of  the  persons  thus  allected  were  ac- 
cepted as  inspired  prophets  and  prophetesses  •  and 
it  had  become  a  regular  science  to  know  how  lo  in 
duce  sii'li  connections  with  demon  powers,  and  liow  , 
at  the  bi  of  the  individual  will,  to  bring  their  in- 
lluencc  to  bear,  whether  for  religious  or  for  secular 
purposes. 

It  is  the  writer's  purpose  to  show  that  this  Sa- 
tanic power  will  seek  to  <jain  the  ascen.lancy  in  the 
religious  world  in  the  days  just  preceding  the  trib- 
ulation period,  and  during  the  brief  but  awful  reign 
of  the  Man  of  Bin,  when  it  shall  have  reached  its 
climax. 

The  thousand  years  of  Christ's  reign  on  the 
earth  will  be  antedated  by  dark  and  perilous  days. 
So  I'aul  says  in  2  Thess.  2:3:  "Let  no  man  de- 
ceive you  by  any  means  :  for  that  day  shall  not 
come,  except  there  come  a  falling  away  tirst,  and 
that  man  of  sin  be  revealed,  the  son  of  perdition," 
etc.  So  in  i  Tim.  4  :  1,2;  also  2  Tim.  3  :  1-7  ;  2 
Tim.  4  :  1-4.  See  also  Kev.  3  :  14-22.  And  many 
other  kindred  passages. 

These  last  days  we  have  seen  in  the  various  pas- 
sages quoted,  to  all  intents  and  purposes  culminate 
in  the  Great  Tribulation,  or  gradually  lead  up  to  it. 
Now  I  am  one  who  emphatically  believes  that  the 
whole  Church  will  be  taken  up  when  Christ  comes 
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for  His  Briile  ;  but  I  also  l)elieve  that  the  Church 
will  see  much  suHering  before  the  Great  Tribulation 
sets  in.  One  has  said  :  "How  far  the  sair.l.s  will  be 
called  upon  to  go  into  the  shadows  I  do  not  know, 
but  they  will  stav  long  enough  on  earth  c.  these 
shadows  deepen  into  an  intense  darknei  -,  •  nd  to 
feel  and  to  battle  against  the  strange  hellish  influ- 
ences of  those  times  ;  and  it  may  be  they  will  tarry 
long  enough  to  catch  a  glimpse  of  the  very  Anti- 
christ himself." 

Many  Bible  students  are  convinced  they  will  live 
to  see  those  days,  and  many  indeed  believe  that  we 
have  alreath  entered  upon  them. 

Mr.  Ballard,  a  godly  servant  of  Jesus  Christ, 
puts  it  this  way  : 

"First.  It  would  seem,  then,  that  the  people  of 

Ood  are  to  be  attacked  along  three  lines— sceptical, 
heretical,  and  fanatical  lines.  The  sceptic  will  come, 
and  he  will  seek  to  lead  us  to  disbelieve  the  inspira- 
tion and  divine  authority  of  the  Bible,  to  question 
God's  love  ami  doubt  His  promises.  He  will  seek  to 
teach  us  to  distrust  God,  especially  as  regards  the 
full  cleansing  power  of  the  blood,  and  to  heal  our 
bodies.  He  will  endeavor  to  induce  us  to  reject  the 
doctrines  of  I  lie  total  depravity  of  man — all  men — 
and  the  futur-  punishment  of  the  wicked.  To  our 
surprise  we  may  be  keenly  tempted  along  these  and 
similar  lines.  I^ct  us  be  forewarned. 

"Next  will  come  the  heretic,  with  his  new  doc- 
trines all  bolstired  u])  with  scattered  passages  of 
Scripture.  He  will  tell  us  how  we  have  been 
blinded  in  the  past,  and  that  God  is  now  disclosing 
modem  truth  for  progressive  religious  minds,  (as 
note  Campbell,  of  London,  and  Mrs.  Kddy,  and 
Mrs.  Tingley,  et  al.)  He  will  seek  to  make  us  believe 
in  the  Fatherhood  of  Cod,  or  the  atutihilatioa  of  the 
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wicked,  ,or  the  ability  ol  niaii  to  save  hiiuself  with- 
out 'hanging  his  soul  on  such  a  barl)ar()us  tragedy 
as  the  cnicilixioii.'  He  will  lead  us  into  thf  'ad- 
vanced truths"  of  the  reincarnation  oi  the  soul,  and 
the  divinity  of  man.  He  will  entice  us,  if  possible, 
into  accepting  wiiat  he  will  call  the  C.ospel  of  Love, 
which  shuts  its  eyes  to  sin  and  makes  no  dilkrence 
between  the  consecrated  Christian,  the  agnostic, 
and  the  Buddhist.  How  inanv  of  the  saints  will 
follow  some  of  these  pernicious  teachings  we  do  not 
dare  to  say. 

"And  then  the  Fanatic  will  crtme.  We  may  not 
doubt  God's  Word  as  the  sceptic,  we  may  refuse  to 
extort  from  it  any  new  gospel  as  the  heretic,  but 
fortunate  indeed  will  we  be  if,  in  these  coming  days, 
we  are  not  pushed  beyond  the  bounds  of  reason  and 
Scriptural  authority  by  the  treacherous  fanatic. 
Wild  extremism  is  in  the  air  all  around  us  ;  dozens 
of  good  people  are  on  the  verge  of  dangerous  fanati- 
cism. May  the  lyord  give  us  the  spirit  of  a  sound 
mind— a  scriptural  mind." 

The  sceptic  will  work  most  havoc  among  the 
worldly-minded  Christians,  who  never  experienced  a 
supernatural  touch  ;  the  heretic  will  capture  the  in- 
quisitive-minded ones,  who  live  most  of  their  relig- 
ion in  their  heads  ;  but  the  fanatic  will  swell  his 
ranks  with  the  conscientious  souls  who  tremble  lest 
they  miss  God's  will.  Is  it  not  heart-sickening  to 
think  of  the  thousands  who  will  be  ensnared  by 
these  hell-inspired  agencies  in  the  days  that  are 
now  upon  us  ?  Have  we  a  proper  .sense  of  our  own 
imminent  danger  .'* 
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CHAPTER  V. 


^ittftn's  Power,  Deception  and  Success 

These  are  the  three  lines  f)f  attack  I  believe  we 
.ire  passing  into  at  the  present.  And  I  perfectly 
agree  with  the  testimony  of  God's  faithful  servant, 
w  herein  he  says  that  there  will  be  three  leading 
c  haracteristics  true  of  each  of  them  : 

1.  Great  Power. 

2.  Great  Deception,  and 

3.  Great  Success. 

Please  turn    to  2  Tim.    3:8:  "Now  as  Jannes 
.111(1  Jambres  w  ithstood  Moses,  so  do  these  also  re- 
sist the  truth  :  men    of  cc^rrupt    minds,  reprobate 
concerning   the    faith."    See  what  miracles  were 
w  rought  by  these  emissaries  of  Satan.  Moses  was 
w  ithstood  by  counter  miracles,  and  their  competi- 
tion only  came  to  an  end  when  it  came  to  creating 
hie.   See  Deut.  13  :  1-3.   As  has  been  remarked,  "As 
ilie  lyord  Jesus  co-operated  with  His  faithful  wit- 
nesses, we  are  not  surprised  that  Satan  plans  to  do 
'Ik'  same  for  his.    In  fact  I  often  think  that  many 
I  the  children  of  the  pit  enjov  greater  power  from 
I  hi  ir  master  than  the  children  of  heaven  will  take 
roui  theirs.   Satan  will  surely  work  mightily  with 
lis  emissaries  in  these  days  ;  he  will  quicken  their 
nnids,  oil  their  tongues,  charge  them  with  a  sa- 
'  iiiic  tnarnelism  :  he  will  give  them  newer  over  the 
amis  and  bodies  of  men  and  over  their  nature,  so 
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that  the  best  of  them  will  become  truly  superhu- 
man. See  also  Matt.  24  ;  24  ;  7  :  22  ;  2  Thess.  2  :  9: 
"For  there  shall  arise  false  Christs,  and  false  pro- 
phets, iind  shall  shew  jjrcat  sijjns  and  wonders  ;  in- 
somuch that,  if  it  were  possible,  they  shall  deceive 
the  ver)'  elect."  "Many  will  say  to  me  in  that  day, 
Lord.  Lord,  have  we  not  prophesied  in  thy  name  ? 
and  in  thy  name  have  cast  out  devils,  and  in  thy 
name  done  many  wonderful  works  ?  And  then  will  I 
profess  unto  (Lhem.  I  never  knew  you;  depart  from 
me,  ye  that  work  iniquity."  (See  2  Thess.  2  :  9-12.) 
"Even  him,  whose  coming  is  after  the  working  of 
Satan,  with  all  power  id  sijjns  and  lying  wonders, 
and  with  all  deceivableness  of  unrighteousness  in 
them  that  perish,"  etc. 

We  have  already  seen  some  things  that  might 
well  startle  us,  but  we  shall  see  more  than  this. 
Yet  we  hardly  know  what  to  expect.  We  may  see 
men  call  lire  down  from  a  clear  sky,  or  walk  on 
water,  or  heal  thousands  ol  sick  by  a  touch  or  even 
a  look.  Prophets  may  appear  who  will  predict,  and 
it  shall  come  to  pass.  Men  may  arise  whose  curse 
will  bring  sudden  destruction  and  whose  wtjrd  may 
even  raise  the  dead.  Let  us  be  forewarned.  Power 
is  no  indication  of  godliness  in  these  days.  Do  not 
forget  that  Satan  has  a  power  second  only  to  the 
power  of  God,  and  that  with  it  he  will  mightily 
clothe  his  amba.ssadors.  Care  not  what  great  signs 
they  shall  work  ;  it  may  only  prove  them  to  be  in 
closer  league  with  hell. 

2.  Great  Deceptive  Powers. 

In  Rev.  13  :  14  we  read,  "And  he  doeth  great 
wonders,  so  that  he  makcth  lire  to  come  down  from 
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heaven  on  the  earth  in  the  sight  of  men,  and  de- 
ceivcth  tlieni  that  dwell  on  the  earth  by  the  means 
of  ihise  iiiiratles  which  he  had  power  to  do  in  the 
sigiit  of  tile  l)east  saying  to  them  that  dwell  on  the 
earth,  that  they  should  make  an  image  to  the  beast, 
which  had  the  wonnd  l)y  a  sword  and  did  live." 

I  verilv  believe  that  all  who  are  not  truly  bom 
of  tiod  will  be  pernianeiitlv  deceived.  The  elect 
will  come  pretty  nearly  being  engulfed  in  the  decep- 
tion ;  althtmgh  God  in  grace  will  deliver  them  from 
the  snare.  I  believe  that  the  deception  of  these  days 
will  extend  to  the  very  limits  of  po.s.sibility. 

We  all  know,  or  ouirht  to  know,  that  the 
methods  ol  Satan  have  changed  with  regard  to  his 
dealings  with  .the  church  and  mankind.  He  is  no 
longer  the  roaring  lion,  but  has  become  the  artful 
deceiver.  Ivven  now  he  carries  a  Bible  under  his 
•irm  in  the  most  reverent  manner,  and  has  its  con- 
tents at  his  tongue's  end,  and  even  quotes  it  rever- 
ently. He  is  now  counterfeiting  the  very  teach- 
ings and  experiences  of  the  Bible,  and  will  especially 
rndiavor  to  duplicate  the  days  of  the  early  church- 
Hie  Apostolic  davs.  with  all  of  their  wonderful  ex- 
periences, gifts  of  tongues,  signs  and  wonders.  He 
vvill  even  abound  in  pious  prayer.  He  will  act  the 
role  of  the  humble  saint,  with  all  gentleness  and  en- 
dearment. And,  as  one  has  said,  "The  days  are 
roming  when  the  emissaries  of  Satan  will  seem  to 
he  models  of  loving,  spiritual-minded  men  and  wo- 
11  en.  Those  who  will  not  lie  deceived  may  be  few 
indeed." 

Satan  can  beat  Peter  catching  fish.  He  knows 
h  )w  to  bait  them,  and  his  nets  are  already  full  to 
I  reakmg.   He  is  too  wise  to  oiler  to  some  the  bait 
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of  "higher  criticism,"  or  theosophical  reincarna- 
tions; instead  he  will  olTer  us  something  in  haniumy 
with  our  highest  ideals  and  our  greatest  desires. 
For  example,  he  miglit  raise  up  some  pretending 
champion  of  the  full  Gospel,  who  will  unfold  the 
truth  as  we  never  heard  it  before,  who  will  de- 
nounce the  opponents  of  God's  word  like  an  Elijah, 
and  who  will  support  his  ministry  with  many  signs 
following,  all  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  He  will  pray 
until  the  people  weep,  and  ])reach  until  tliey  shout, 
and  in  a  mass  will  they  rally  round  his  standard. 
Strange  as  it  may  sound,  it  is  easily  possible  to  Sa- 
tan. He  has  alreadv  ])ro(hue(l  .some  riinarkable 
things,  but  these  last  days  will  .see  sucli  master- 
pieces of  cunning  deception  as  liave  never  l)een  wit- 
ne.ssed  l)efore.  lyct  us  not  be  ignorant  of  his  delu- 
sions. The  Master  has  foretold  us. 

7,.  Remarkable  Success. 

"And  many  false  prophets  shall  rise,  and  deceive 
manv."  (Matt.  24  :  11.^ 

'  Rut  evil  men  and  si-dneers  shall  w  ax  worse  and 
worse,  deceiving,  and  being  deceived."  (2  Tim.  3  : 
13- ) 

"And  througii  eovetousness  shall  they  with 
feigned  words  make  merchandise  of  vou:  whose  judg- 
ment ndw  of  a  long  time  lingireth  not,  and  their 
damnation  slumbereth  not."  (2  Tet.  2  ;  2,) 

We  often  hear  it  said  thai  if  these  things  are 
not  of  God  thtv  will  soon  fail  and  come  to  nothing. 
But  while  this  sounds  well,  it  is  not  the  word  of 
Scripture,  but  the  world-wise  remark  of  a  Pharisee 
named  Gamaliel.  On  the  ollar  hand,  the  Scripture 
repeatedly  tells  us  that  in  the  last  «-   '  these  things 
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that  are  not  of  Ood  will  have  the  greatest  Prosper- 
ity of  all.  Thev  will  be  remarkably  successful.  Ihey 
are  prophecied  "to  lead  awav  irreat  ntnubers  of  the 
pecple.  Success  is  no  sign  that  these  new  and 
strange  phenomena  are  of  God  ;  it  may  pos- 
siWy  be  a  good  indication  of  their  infernal  origm. 

A  certain  writer  has  declared,  and  I  agree  with 
him:  "Most  of  the  followers  of  these  things  will  be 
from  the  worldlv  cluirches  ;  but  not  all.    It  seems 
quite  certain    that  some  of  the  choicest  companies 
of  the  saints  will  be  thinned  by  the  deserters.  (I 
might  note  cases  of  some  who  were  drawn  into  Dovv- 
icism.)  Prominent  religious  U-aders  will  be  deceived, 
Bible  students  will  be  deceived,  conscientious  saucti- 
lled  Christi.ins  will  be  deceived.    vSo  successful  will 
be  Satan's  operations  in  thesp  days  that    he  will 
make  thousands  believe  that  his  delusions  are  God's 
greatest    work,  and  thev  will  enthusiastically  fol- 
low, thinking  thev  arc  following  the  Lord.   We  are 
constrainetl    to    cry    out,    "Oh  Lord,   who  will 
abide  ?" 

Of  course  all  these  movements  will  have  men 
and  women  to  lead  them.  Men  with  astonishing 
gifts  will  be  raised  up,  and  more  women  than  men, 
to  preach  a  lot  of  beautiful  truth,  with  an  admix- 
ture of  strange  things,  and  even  do  many  wonderful 
works,  and  thus  capture  the  hearts  of  thousands  of 
the  credulous  and  emotional  type.  All  this  will  be 
done  through  the  inspiration  of  a  spirit  that  is  not 
of  God,  whether  they  are  aware  of  that  fact  or  not. 

Then,  another   thing,    the  new  movements  will 
take  upon  themselves  organized  forms.  Every  one  of 
these  false  prophets  will  have  his  or  her  organized 
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foUowinfj.  And  atiolht  r  tliinj:  will  be  observed,  each 
assembly  will  iniagiiu"  tlutusclvi-s  the  real  and  only 
true  ones,  or  in  the  right.  It  will  then  be  found 
that  old  (lamaliers  testimonv  that  onlv  that  that 
is  of  God  will  prosjur  is  not  a  fact,  for  thi>  dovil's 
works  will  prosper  until  tlu-  I^ord  puts  an 
end  to  tlu'iii  1»v  till'  Spirit  of  His  nunith. 

What  is  more   important    is  that  these  move- 
ments will  produce  an  unseen  influence  in  the  very 
air  about  us.    It  will  be,  as  has  been  said,  an  at- 
mosphere of  Godlessness.  ^leoided  with  evil  spirits, 
anfl  luavv  with  the  depression  of  hell.    These  evil 
spirits  will  do  their  utmost  to  injure,  mislead,  con- 
fuse and  depress  the  children  of  the  Lord.  Our  bod- 
ies will  be  affected  ;  it  will  press  in  on  our  minds 
and  becloud  our  souls.   All  kinds  of  stranjrc  feelinjjs 
and  new  and  peculiar  trials  will  come  to  us.  A  .sur- 
prisinjT  lack  of  desire  and  cnerfcy  (todward,  a  spirit- 
ual deadness,  a  mental  heaviness,  letharj^y  of  soul, 
pu  alarming  desire  for  forbidden  things,  and  a  ])ecu- 
liar  delight  and    fascination  in  any  of  the  world's 
jdear.urep  we  dare  taste.      It  will    be  diflicult  to 
preach  the  Word  in  liberty  and  p  -wer,  it  will  be  dif- 
ficult  to    give    attention    to    the    Word  as  it  in 
preached,  it   will  be  very  difficult  to  get  down  to 
real  earnest  and  continued  praxt  r.   Such  as  this  is 
the  atmosphere  we  must  battle  ajjainst  as  the  davs 
darken  around  us.   Oh,  let  us  bi  stron;^  in  the  T,ord 
Mav  we  cleave  to  Him  and  to  His  Word  as  never  bf 
fore. 

And  now  what  do  the  true  children  of  the  Lord 
need  in  orde.  successtuUy  to  meet  the  peculiar  con- 
ditions of  these  last  days  ?  It  can  be  answered  in  a 
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word— they  need  to  know  God  and  to  walk  with 
God  ;  this  induces  anythinj;  else  tnat  might  be 
mentioned.  They  need  to  walk  with  God  for  three 
special  reasons  : 

First,  that  they  may  lie  as  a  beacon  light  to 
the  bewildered  souls  around  them.  Satan  points  to 
the  formal  Church  of  to-day  and  tells  us  she  is  not 
what  she  ought  to  be,  that  she  has  very  little  love, 
has  no  power,  is  torn  with  divisions,  enjoys  no  vic- 
tory over  life's  troubles,  and  has  no  healing  for  the 
sick.  This  is  true,  and  he  scores  a  fine  point  when 
he  makes  the  accusation.  Then  to  show  his  power, 
he  preaches  a  gospel  of  unselfish  love,  exhibits  gen- 
uine power,  promises  deliverance  from  the  troubles 
and  cares  of  life,  and  crowns  it  all  by  healing  the 
sick.  The  poor  disappointed  ones,  hungry  for  some- 
thing better  than  the  dead  Church  can  give,  rally 
around  his  standard  and  hail  him  as  a  deliverer. 
Had  the  Church  kept  the  blessing  and  power  of 
God,  these  deceivers  would  have  found  no  such  mul- 
titudes waiting  to  be  entrapped.

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CHAPTER  VT. 


Satan's  Power  and  DtcepiioM—Confinned 

Even  Kddvism  says  :  "Your  churclits  are  not 
giving  you  the  victory  over  sin  and  trouble,  and 
healinj^  the  sick  ;  but  we  will." 

B.  Fay  Mills,  the  apostate  evangelist,  has  said: 
"The  denominational  ministers  are  not  living  or 
teaching  the  imseUish  Christian  life."  and  then  he 
offers  tlieiu  as  his  panacea  his  own  gospel  of  love 
and  light,  and  self-forgetfulness,  and  the  poor  peo- 
ple swallow  the  bait,  and  think  they  have  got  the 
very  thing  long  needed. 

But,  oh.  for  a  people    in   these  days  who  walk 
with  God,  who  enjoy  the  rich  blessing  and  the  abun- 
dant i>o\ver  that  such  a  walk  always  brings,  that 
they  might  be  as  a  beaccm  light  in  the  darkness,  re- 
vealing the  treacherous  traps  of  the  deceiver,  and 
beckoning  the  perplexed  souls  to  the  real  fountain  of 
healing,  holiness  and  happiness.   Oh.  that  we  might 
be  such  a  people,  that  in  our  midst  the  hungry  souls 
—and  there  are  nuinv  of  them— might  lind  the  true 
religion  of  the  Bible  in  all  its  fulness,  and  the  fra- 
grant presence  of  Jehovah.   We  owe  it  to  the  age. 
We  owe  it  to  the  l>ewildered  souls  within  our  reach, 
not  knowing   what  to  believe  or  whom  to  follow. 
Oh,  let  us  walk  with  God  ! 

Second.   We  need  to  walk  with  God  that  wc  may 
be  able  to  discern  between  the  true  and  the  false. 
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After  what  has  Irth  siiid  .iltoiit  tin-  ..unninjj  ilcci'i)- 
tion  of  these  last  davs  we  can  appnxiute  our  jrri-at 
need  of  true  spiritual  conception. 

And  just  here  is  where  we  will  have  to  be  ex- 
pressly careful,  althdii^ii  w  i-  m.iv  l)e  very  well  .ic- 
(luainted  with  tiie  WdhI  oI  Cod.  I'ur  there  will 
cuiiie  teachers  who  will  h,i\e  the  uu  st  remarkable 
gift  in  unfolding  Scripture,  such  us  for  instance, 
Mr.  Russell,  the  millennial-dawnite,  and  others. 
They  will  be  able  to  unfold  the  deeper  thinj(s  of  the 
Bible,  and  it  will  be  adtninistend  in  such  a  way 
that  We  shall  be  inclined  to  swallow  it  as  most 
precious  trntli.  You  see  the  devil  has  licen  ac- 
quainted with  this  old  Book  many  more  years  than 
have  we,  and  he  has  the  power  and  ability  to  make 
us  believe  that  he  is  teachinj^r  ns  sotiiethinj,'  wcjnder- 
ful  out  of  it.  ()nl\  those  who  ah-  really  in  close 
fellowship  with  (loit  will  be  able  to  stand  under 
such  circumstances. 

One  writer  has  remarked  upon  the  matter  of  ex- 
periences: "But  Satan  will  have  his  eonnterfeit  ex- 
periences for  these  last  days  also  ;  otherwise  we 
would  be  greatly  handicaiiped  indeed,  for  we  all 
know  that  bare  doctrine,  without  any  accompany- 
ing experience,  will  never  prove  popular.  And  .so 
there  will  be  some  who  can  impart  to  us  waves  of 
ecstatic  emotion,  mighty  inspirations  oi  what  they 
will  call  faith,  thrills  of  something  that  will  drive 
away  pains  and  diseases  from  our  bodies.  You  have 
them    here    now:    thcv    abound  everv  hand. 

And  we  will  have  3«ch  pronouncei'  ;xpenences  as  we 
have  never  had.  Those  who  are  not  walking  with 
God  can  never  withstand  such  strong  delusions.'* 

With  such  overwhelming  evidences  of  power  will 
he  come  that  although  we  may  be  of  the  opinion 
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that  w*  mav  have  the  best  of  judgment,  yet  so 
great  will  Ik"  the  apiu-.i!  to  llu'  outer  or  eniotioinil 
nature  that  if  we  do  not  know  the  Lord  in  close  per- 
sonal cotmuunion  we  will  only  help  swell  the  ranks 
of  those  who  shall  l)e  carried  away  by  the  "strong 
delusions." 

"We  must  reiiieinhcr  that  such  power  from  below 
will  be  given  to  some  men  in  these  days  as  Satan 
has  never  l)efore  granted  to  mortals.  It  ne  have  no 
close  fellowship  with  Ood,  such  a  siiou  d  i)ower 
will  deceive  us.  For  instance,  some  men  will  not 
only  have  power  over  the  sick  bodies  of  tlii'  peoi)le, 
but  over  their  minds  and  wills  a.-^-  well,  and  will 
thus  \te  able  to  fdl  altars  with  nu  n  .  nd  women  seek- 
ing spiritual  ex])erience.  This  is  teirible,  but  a  mjo- 
meut's  tln)Ught  will  convince  us  that  it  is  easier  to 
influence  a  person's  mind  than  iwnnanently  to  affect 
his  body.  Therefore,  let  ns  not  deceived  when  the 
prophets  of  the  last  days  will  suppt)rt  their  claim 
to  Divine  authority  hy  Idling  altars  with  seeking 
souls.  Tins  has  bei-n  done  occasionally  in  the  past, 
but  it  will  become  more  fretpient  and  much  more 
successful  in  the  near  future. 

"Mv  <lear  friends,  if  we  do  not  walk  with  God  we 
shall  be  swept  olT  our  leet.  The  time  is  coming 
when  the  usual  methods  of  fleteetiiig  error  and  hy- 
pocrisy will  fail;  all  our  rules  and  tests  will  be  in- 
it<U'(|uate.  There  is  onh  one  hopv  ;  we  must  know 
tiod.  If  not,  we  may  prove  an  easy  prey  to  these 
movements  that  promise  great  things,  impart  emo- 
tional experiences  and  show  great  iM)wer  with  men. 
lA't  us  see  to  it  that  we  w;ilk  with  tiod." 

Third.  It  w  ill  be  necessary  to  walk  withCiod  that 
we  may  have  power  to  resist  the  influences  of  these 
days.  Satan  will  not  stop  with  trying  to  deceive 
us  ;  he  will  attempt  to  compel  us.    In  attempting 

this  he  will  bring  ;i  rn%stcfiOUs  power  to  bear  ntt 
uur  minds  and  wills  which  will  make  it  exceedingly 
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difficult  to  walk  close  vvuli  tiod,  and  very  easy  to 
live  in  the  flesh.  We  will  Ihj  amazed  at  the  power  he 
can  use  against  us.    It  wili  become  very  hard  to 
serve  Ciod  faitlifullv  and  to  prav  earnestly.  It  will 
seem  as  if  evervthiufi  without  us  and  almost  every- 
thmg  within  us  Jias  conspired  ic  keep  us  from  fol- 
lowing Jesus  all  the  way  and  to  induce  us  to  com- 
promise.   We  will  be  surrounded  bv  a  worldly  at- 
mosphere that  will  <lrau  us  away  from  God,  that 
will  render  prayer  half-hearted,  and  that  will  deaden 
our  .spiritual  senses  to  the  realitv  of  heavenl)/ things 
and  the  glorious  presence  of  the  l.ord.    U  will  he- 
come  so  easy  to  slip  out  of  communion  uith  Cio.I 
and  harder    than    ever  to  keep  the  communication 
open    between    our   s(,uls    and  heaven.     My  dear 
fneud.s   ^.  we  do  not  walk  verv,  verv  close  to  the 
Ivord  this  awful  unseen  inlluence  will  ovrrcnie  us 
It  will  side-track  us,  it  will  cripple  us  spiritually,  it! 
will  lull  us  to  sleep  and  cau.se  ns  to  mi.ss  God's  best 
Oh,  we  are  in  danger.    The  brethren  are  in  danger" 
the  sisters  are  in  danger,  the  voung  people    are  in 
danger.    I  say  to  my  .s<.ul,  "Oh,  soul,  hide  deep  in 
God,  thou  art  m  danger."   I  tremble  lor  those  who 
do  not  ualk  with  God.  I  tremble  for  mv.self,  lest  I 
shall  not  know    Ilim  well  enough.   That  stirring 
hymn  ol  (u-oige  Heath  s  was  uritten  most   of  all 
for  such  days  as  we  are  now  entering  : 

"^Iv  soul,  be  on  thv  guard, 

Ten  thousand  foes  arise  ; 
The  hosts  of  sin  are  bgliting  hard, 

To  keep  thee  from  the  skies." 
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CHAPTIiR  VII 


Fanatical  Manifestations 

Dr.  Artliur  T.  I'iirson,  in  an  article  in  "The 
Ufe  of  Faith,"  on  '  vSpcakinir  with  Tongues,"  has 
this  to  say  with  rejianl  to  the  manifestations  : 

"  Not  one  .sentence  written  nie  hv  correspond- 
<nt.s   and   eve  witnesses   h.is  pronounced   ail  these 
iiiaiiilestations  to  he  spnrious.    livery  case  must  he 
judp^ed  hy  itself.   Kut,  in  the  ^ix-^a  hxx\k  of  instances 
ilnis  lar  hruujrht  to  notice,  the  sijrns  of  a  true  work- 
ing ol  tlie  Spirit  ol  God  have  heen  sadly  lacking 
I  liere   have  been  no  revelations  ot  any  important 
truths  :  sehloin,  if  ever,  the  accompanying  gift  of 
interpretation  ;  little  conversion  of  sinners,  or  edifi- 
cation or  unilication  of  .saints  ;  still  le.ss  the  moder- 
■  ition  and  r.ilional  restraint  proper  to  assemblies  of 
believer.s-in  a  word,  few,  if  anv.  of  tho.se  compan- 
I'Mi  gifts  and  graces  which  always  mark  and  prove 
I  lie  genuine  working  of  (iod's  FIolv  Spirit.   We  are 
'livinelv  taught  'not  to  l)elieve  everv  spirit    hut  to 
try  the  spirits  ;  whether    thev    he  of  God,  because 
nianv  lal.se  prophets  are  gone  out  into  the  world  ' 
Our  devout  aim  has  been  to  applv  Scriptural  and 
sjuritual  tests  whereby  to  discern  the  true  from  the 
lal.se." 

Dr.  Pierson  goes  on  further  to  say  :  "A  large 
lot  of  (locumentary  evidence  is  at  hand,  confidential 
hut  reliable,  and  furnished  by  actual  observers  of 
IH'  phenomena  in  question.  .  .  .  These  letters  con- 
:.iiu  some  statements  of  fiicts  which  could  not  be 
I'Ut  in  pnnt  on  account  of  their  shocking  character 
....  Among  other  things  revealed  in  this  corres- 
i^udence  is  the  conduct  of  one  man,  a  leader  in 
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these  incetings,  who  rocked  his  boclj'  to  and  fro  like 
a  dervish,  half  chanting  prayers  and  songs,  and 
shouting  louder  and  louder,  working  himself  up  into 
a  sort  of  emotional  mania,  imtil  he  communicated 
'  to  other  susceptible  peojjle  about  him  his  own  ex- 
citement and  hysterical  fervor,  and  the  wildest  fan- 
aticism was  rampant." 

Precisely  this  same  kind    of    "phenomena"  is 
common  in  manv  of  the  meetings  in  Los  Angeles, 
and  other  cities  of  the  States,  also  in  India,  and 
latterly  in  Toronto,  Canada.   In  the  latter  city  we 
have  had  the  claim  to  a  peculiar  manipulation  of  the 
throat  and  vocal  chords,  as  though  the  voice  was 
receiving  training,  etc.,  the  c(nit()rtit)n  of  the  bodv; 
spasmodic  jerks  ;  pretensions  to  having  received  the 
gift  of  tongues,  the  sounds  being  resolved  into  mere 
gibberish,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  ♦hree  in- 
stances, where  the  individuals  mav  have  spoken  in 
strange  tongues.     With  the  latter,  the  real  thing, 
the  writer  has  no  controversy.   It  is  with  regard  to 
the  fanatical  features  of  the  ca.se  we  are  most  con- 
cerned, and  against  which  we  would  warn  the  chil- 
dren of  (iod. 

Dr.  Pierson  remarks  :  "It  is  also  very  conspicu- 
ous that  most  of  those  most  susceptible  to  such 
contagious  inlluences  have  been  women  of  the  more 
emotional  and  hysterical  type  ;  the  stronger  and 
more  self-restrained  cla.ss  "have  maintained  their 
equilibrium.  This,  again,  .subjects  the  whole  move- 
nient  to  suspicion  as  at  least  abnormal.  Surely  this 
is  a  time  for  prayerfulness  and  carefulness,  a  bal- 
anced judgment,  and  patient  and  pr.iverful  examin- 
ation of  each  case,  that  a  purely  spiritual  conclu- 
sion may  be  reached." 

One  of  the  most  extreme  of  these  fanatical  cases 
I  have  ever  come  across,  in  my  long  experience  as 
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:m  evangelist,  has  occurred  recently  in  the  city  of 
Toronto.  Tlie  "wonderful  experience"  has  been  put 
in  tract  form,  and  the  name  of  the  individual  is 
Kiven,  with  an  endorsement  of  the  same,  by  the  pas- 
tor m  charge  of  the  mission.  The  story  savors  of 
the  Middle  Ages,  and  calls  to  mind  the  history  of 
li.e  extreme  Mystics,  the  ecstatic  Stigmatists,  the 
Maprellantes  of  Spain  and  Ohl  Mexico,  or  the  more 
modern  Agapemone  sect  in  l^ngland.  The  experience 
IS  given  herewith  verbatim  :

"These  things  are  written  lor  our  learning." 

"Our  teaching  should  magnify  the  finished  work 
of  the  Kedeemer.  and  those  we  teiuh  should  be  dis- 
couraged from  the  habit  of  turning  tlu-  eve  inward 
upon  themselves  and  their  spiritual  states.  In  but 
two  cases  in  the  New  Testament  are  we  told  to  ex- 
amine ourselves  (i  Cor.  xi.

of  spirit  to  recognize  that  he  was  only  a  poor  de- 
luded fanatic,  to  say  the  least,  "not  sent  of  God," 
but  "running  at  his  own  charfjes." 

As  we  go  to  press,  the  writer  having  been  so- 
journing in  the  eitv  ul  Toroiilo  durii:*'  tlie  greater 
portion  oi  the  present  sununer  and  fall  •>!  1907,  and 
being  engaged  the  most  of  this  time  in  Gospel  work, 
has  had  the  privilege  of  visiting  the  Camden  Street 
iViission,  where  the  inajur  part  of  tiiese  manifesta- 
tions (jl  "tongues  and  I'euteeoslal  baptisms"  have 
been  and  are,  at  present  \vritinu^  taking  place.  Pre- 
ceding the  address  bv  the  minister  in  charge,  then* 
were  a  number  of  bright  Gospel  testimonies,  to 
which  no  one  could  take  serious  exceptions,  al- 
though the  strain  rnnniiii^  lliionifh  tlie  most  of 
them,  savored  not  a  little  ol  llic  nature  and  object 
of  the  meetings— that  is,  the  "Pentecostal  baptism" 
and  the  "gift  of  tongues."  After  llie  address,  which 
was  on  the  gifts  ol  the  Spirit,  C'liristiaiis  were  in- 
vited to  come  to  the  front.  (Jiiite  .1  number  re- 
sponded, and  during  the  sea.son  <.l  prayer  and  "wait- 
ing," the  "manifestations"  began.  The  character 
of  these  so-called*  "operations  of  the  Spirit"  were 
almost  indescribable.  One  yotnig  woman  was  so 
excited  and  agitated  that  siie  swayed  back  and 
forth,  emitting  strange  cries,  .nnl  now  and  then 
changing  into  singing  in  a  imnor  k»-v,  until  at 
length  she  got  up  and  went  to  the  front,  and  fell 
back  on  the  floor  in  the  aisle  near  the  platform, 
passing  into  a  sort  of  cataleptic  condition,  the  only 
mution  noticeable  lieing  the  i.ipid  iiiovement  of  the 
lower  ^w,  and  the  uplifting  oi  her  left  arm,  which 
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tr«nbled  and  jerked  as  she  rapidly  moved  it  back 
and  forth. 

Then  another  woman  of  an  hysterical  cast  of 
countenance,  sitting  near  the  writer,  beifan  to  jerk 
and  sway  back  and  forth  in  the  seat,  and  ejaculate. 
Ma-ma  !    ma-ma  !  da-da  !  da-da  !"  keeping  this 
np  almost  incessantly  for  over  an  hour.    We  were 
informed  by  a  reliable  and  intelligent  party  that 
this  was  '-babv  talk."  or  in  other  words,  the  pri- 
mary  lessons  the  Spirit  irivos  the  neophvte  or  be- 
ginner m  "the  language  school."    This  appears  to 
be  a  new  revelation  discovered  and  tanght  bv  the 
leaders  of  this  cult,  but  we  fail  to        a  scintilla  of 
evidence  in  its  behalf  in  the  Word  of  God 

Not  far  iron,  wlu-rc  this  Ia.lv  sat  was  a  line- 
lookmg  pre„tk,nan  on  lus  knees,  who  kept  np  an  al- 
most incessant  vigorous  rnbbiutr  of  his  lace  with 
his  hands,  in  the  meantime  uttering  unintelligible 
expressions,  .sounding  a  great  deal  like  "Kah-kah  !

Tlu-v  makf  tlu-so  siij^^ji-stioiis  under  the  pro- 
ft-ssion  t.l  l.t  inn  tlu'  ]UA\  Ohosl.  'i'li.  y  Inn  th.-  enio- 
tionh,  and  produce  a  strange  fictitious  exhilaration, 
which  is  simply  their  bait  to  «et  into  some  faculty  of 
the  soul.  I'Or  example,  one  man  said  that  just  after 
reeeiv  in«  the  baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  as  he  uould 
lie  in  l)e(l  at  niyht,  a  stranj-e.  wild  sort  ol  exhilaration 
would  ^  )ot  through  his  mind,  and  a  sudden  impulse 
tojum,  out  of  bed  and  ko  screaniiny  all  over  the 
house,  which  if  he  had  yielded  to  it  once,  would  likely 
have  yiven  the  demon  access  to  his  brain. 

"Another  yood  man  says  he  felt  like  running 
around  the  cam|.  and  climbinji  everv  tree,  but  had 
enough  discernment  to  "  try  spirits."  and  found  the 
impulse  was  not  of  (iod.    But  another  person  at  the 
same  camp-meetin-;  .^It  the  same  impulse  and  yielded 
to  It,  and  went  yelliny  and  screaming  through  the 
woods,  climbinK  trees,  tearing  his  clothes,  exhausting 
his  body,  and  in  a  short  time  became  utterly  useless 
to  the  work  of  (Iod.    Another  person  said  he  felt  like 
rolliny  on  the  lloor.  and  «roaninK  and  pulIiuK  the 
chairs  around,  but  he  distincllv  perceived  that  the 
impulse  to  do  so  had  something;  wild  in  ii.  and  a  touch 
of  self-display  contrary  to  the  jrentleness  and  sweet- 
ness of  Jesus;  and  as  .|uick  as  he  saw  it  was  an  attack 
of  a  false  spirit  he  was  delivered,  and  the  tide  of  pure 
love  flowed  on  through  his  breast.    But  another  man 
had  the  same  impulse,  and  fell  down  groaning  and 
roaring,  beating  the  floor  with  his  hands  and  feet, 
and  the  detaons  entered  into  him  as  the  angel  of  lighti 
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and  not  him  to  thinU  that  his  outlandish  conduct  was 
of  the  Holy  (Ihost,  an<l  it  became  a  regular  habit  in 
the  meetings  he  attended,  until  he  would  ruin  every 
religious  meeting  he  was  in. 

"It  requirrs  urtiut  huniilitv  to  try  these  spirits 
and  det»'ct  th-  lalse  onos.  'I'he  most  dangerous  de- 
mons in  existence  are  those  pseudo-pious  ones  who 
soar  around  the  hiuh  altitude  of  the  spiritual  life,  like 
eagles  around  great  niountain-to|>8,  and  seek  to  fasten 
th'.'ir  talons  upon  the  lofty  and  conspicuous  prey. 
These  are  tin-  demons  of  s])iritual  ))ride.  of  reliyious 
aml>itioii,  of  false  prophetic  vision,  of  strained  and 
far-fetched  illuminations,  of  wild  and  fantastic  no- 
tions, of  strange  and  abnormal  nITections.  These  are 
the  demons  that  flit  over  the  sunlit  re;;ions  in  the  land 
of  Canaan,  and  attack  very  seldom  any  but  advanced 
believers, 

"  Sixth.—  7'^<T  cjTrr/s  u/beiiiM  fosscssed  hy  this  sort 
of  demons  arc  manifolds  and  plainly  legible  to  a  well- 
poised  mind.  Su'  li  possessions  cause  people  to  run  off 
into  thinjxs  that  are  rdd  and  foolish,  unreasonable  and 
indecent.  It  leads  t«i  adopt  a  peculiar  voice  or  unnat- 
ural shonting,  or  some  senseless  shaking  of  the  body; 
or  the  striking  t.f  certain  attitudes,  or  the  adoption  of 
some  silly  whii;;.  Or  such  a  possession  may  be  mani- 
fested hy  peculiar  heresies  in  the  mind,  of  which 
there  is  a  nameless  variety.  It  produces  a  certian 
witdness  in  the  eye  and  harshness  in  the  voice.  ^  Such 
persons  invariably  break  the  law  of  love,  and  severely 
condemn  pt  opU- w  ho  do  not  conform  to  Lhemselves. 
Asa  rule,  such  persons  lose  their  flesh,  for  demoniac 
possession  is  very  wearing  on  the  vital  forces,  and 
produces  a  terrible  strain  on  the  heart  and  nervotn 
system. 
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"There  are  many  perwnH  who  are  truly  ««»llv. 
aiKl  want  to  live  ho!v  IIms.  u  h.i  have  iailecl  to  discern 
thus.-  L-\.l  spirits.  :n..l  un.k",  th,  str,,n«c  impulses  have 
allowed  somo  kind  ol  demon  t..  take  hold  of  tht-m;  and 
thou«h  they  are  still  conscientious  servants  ot  God, 
they  are  so  inllueneed  l>y  evil  spirits  of  a  high  order 
asutti  rlv  to  ruin  tin  ir  useftilnes. 

"How  can  th>v  yet  .lelivered?  Tliev  must 
frankly  admit  to  themselves,  to  (hmI,  and  to Others 
that  they  have  been  misled,  and  then  request  the 
saints  to  prav  Cod  to  east  the  demon  out.  To  detect 
the  a-eiK  V  of  f\il  spirits,  and  then  to  hav.-  the  humil- 
ity Irankly  to  acknowledge  it,  iss  more  than  half  the 
victory. 

**'J  o  make  such  a  confession  re.iuires  a  self-abase- 
ment which  verv  few  j.ersons  are  willinR  to  undergo. 
1  he  ijreat  schem,  „f ;,  ,ifm.m  is  to  hide  himself  under 
the  «uise  of  the  llulv  (ihost,  or  of  another's  personal- 
ity, and  the  greatest  triumph  over  evil  spirits  is  the 
IJOwer  to  detect  t  hem  and  try  them.     To  do  this,  the 
greatest  requisitr  is  humilitv    not  a  professed  humil- 
ity, but  a  radical,  srarchinji  humilitv.  that  t-ets  into 
dust  and  ashes,  and  looks  up  from  the  bott»)m  of  self- 
abasement  into  the  pitiful  eye  of  God  fur  compassion 
and  helt>. 

"This  is  luimility  that  .s  nauseatiny  toa  demon, 
and  makes  him  Mv.  The  lack  „f  (his  fathomless  hu- 
mility IS  the  reason  why  not  one  lanatic  in  a  thousand 
ever  Kets  delivered  and  restored  tosanctitied  common 
sense,  and  to  that  peaceful,  loving  spirit  which  is  the 
fountain  of  true  usefulness."
